No. l(57)Tex-2/50.— In exercise of the powers concerted on mo by Clause 
3(1) of Lho Cotton Control Order, 1949, 1 hereby fix the maximum and the 

minimum prices at which Indian cotton of the 1950-51 seabOri may be sold or 
purchased as under: — 

1. These prices shall take effect as soon as contnicts relating to Indian 
cotton of the 1950-51 season are permitted by me under Clause 0 of the said 
Order 

2. The minimum arid maximum prices of cotton of the dt- scrip tioma specified 
in columns 1 and 2 of tho Schedule annexed to this Notification shall be as 
specified in columns 3 and 4 respectively of the Schedule, provided that where 
the cotton, the subject-matter of the contract, is of a quality either inferior or 
superior to the basic quality referred to in columns 1 and 2 of the Schedule, 
the minimum or the maximum prices shall be decreased or increased as the 
case may be by an amount specified in columns 5 to 7 ot the Schedule. 

S. (1) The prices specified in the Schedule are in Rupees per candy of 784 
lbs. nett for delivery in full-pressed bales ex seller’s godown Bombay and 
include 1/4 per cent, brokerage payable by the seller to the buyer and the usual 
sample and stone allowances. 

(2) The minimum and maximum prices tor delivery at. any place other than 
Bombay shall be the prices specified in the Schedule less the sum equivalent to 
the railway freight from the place of origin to Bombay and Rs. 10 per candy, 
plus the sum, if any, equivalent to the railway freight from the place of origin 
to the place ot delivery to the buyer and Rs. 10 per candy. 

Explanation - — The place oi origin means Lhe railway station nearest the 
Press "Factory where the cotton was pressed. 

4. In the Schedule, 

(a) “Jarilla” means cotton recognised a-, such and giown m the Nasik, 
Bast and West Khnndesh (excluding Nnwapnr Taluka), Sholapur 
and Ahmednagar Districts of thi Bornbav Slate; States oi 

Madhya Pradesh, Madhya Bharat, Tlydcinbnd and Rajasthan: 
and includes ‘ Verum". “C P Cambodia”, '‘Central India 
Americans”, “Kajputana Americans”, “Upland”, "Gfaorani 
[ 535 ) 
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(Umri)”, “Malvi“ and “H. 420”. It also includes “Buri 
American”, “Parbhaui American” and ‘‘Gaorani 6 and 12” which 
are excluded from the definitions of those cottons in items (q), 
(r) and (s) of this paragraph on account of the several provisos in 
those items. ”H. 120” grown in the Nimar, Amraoti, Akola 
and Yeotmal Districts of the Madhya Pradesh State will, however, 
be excluded provided it complies with the proviso given at the 
end of this paragraph . 

(b) “Vijay” means cotton,. recognised as. such and grown in the Kaira, 

Baroda, Broach excluding Ankleshwar Taluka, Sabar Kantha, 
Ahmedabad (Daskroi, Dehgam and city talufeas) and Panch Mahal 
.Districts of the Bombay State; and includes ‘‘B.D. 8” and ‘‘B. 
9”. 

(c) “Surat” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the Surat; 

District, Ankleshwar Taluka of Broach District and Nawapur 
Taluka of the tVest- Klumrlesh District of tfie Bombay State; 
and includes “Rajpipla”. 

(d) Punjab American' means cotton recognised as such and grown in 

the States of the Punjab, Patiala and East Punjab States Union, 
and Bikaner’ Division of Rajasthan. “Punjab American 216F” 
grown in the Karnal and Hissar Districts of the Punjab State 
will be included in “Punjab American 289F” but will he excluded 
pi milled it. has a minimum staple length of 7/8" and complies 
with the proviso given at the end of this paragraph. 

(e) “Coompta” means cottons recognised as such and grown in the 

Dharwar. Belgaum Bijapur, North Satara, South Satara, Shoia 
pur and Kolhajuu Districts of the Bombay State. State of Mysore, 
and Eaichur Protected Area ip Ihe Raiehur District of the Hydera- 
bad State; and includes “.Taj want”, “Mysore American M.A. 
5”, “R. K. 19 (Coompta - )”. and “Javadhar”. 

“Mysore American M A 5” grown in the Mysore State; “R.K. 19 

(Coompta)” grown in tin Raiehur District of the Hyderabad 
State; and “Jayadbar” grown in the Dharwar District of the 
Bombay State will, however, he excluded provided they have a 
minimum staple length of ]", 7/8" and 20/32" respectively 
and comply with the pv >viso given at the end of this paragraph. 

(f) “Western” means cotton recognised sis such and grown in the Bijapur 

District of the Bombay State; Bellary, Kumool (Pathikonda 
Taluk), Anantapur and Cuddapah Districts of the Madras State; 
and Gulbarga and Raiehur Disl riots (excluding Raiehur Protected 
Area) of the Hyderabad State; and includes “Bagalkot”. “White 
Northerns”. “Red Noitheins", “TLigari 1 (Western Farm)”, and 
“Nandval 14”. 

“Nandyal 14” growm in the Kurnool District will, however, be ex- 
cluded provided if has a minimum staple length of 7/8" and 
complies with the proviso given at the end of this paragraph. 

(g) “Upland” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the places 

given for “Coompta”, and includes “Dharwar- American Gadag T” 
and “Laxmi”. “Laxmi” grown mainly in the Dharwar district 
will be excluded provided it has a minimum staple length of 
29/32" and complies with the proviso given at the end of this 
paragraph. 
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(h) “Cambodia" means <’olton recognised an such and grown in the 

Noth Arcot, South Arcot, Coimbatore, Salem, Tiruchirapalli, 
Mathurai, Bamanathapuram, Tirunclveli, Chittoor and Chingle- 
put Districts of tlie Madras State; and includes “Avanoshi 
“Cambodia G.O. 4” (including “C.0.4/B. 40“ or “Cambodia 
Uganda I"), “Cambodia C.O. 8“ and “Cambodia 4463“. 

“Cambodia C. 0, 4“ (including “(’ O. 4/11). 40“ or “Cambodia 
Uganda 1") (otherwise known as “ Eujapalaynm - ’) grown as an 
irrigated summer crop in the Banmathapiuam, Mathurai, South 
ArcOt and Timnelvell Districts ; as a rain-fed crop in the Coim- 
batore, Salem, Tiruchirapalli, South Arcot, Mathurai and 
Bamanathapuram Districts; as an irrigated winter crop in the 
Mathurai, Tiruchirapalli, Salem and Coimbatore Districts; 
“Cambodia C.O. 8“ grown in the Salem, Tiruchirupalli and 
South AhCOt Districts; and “Cambodia 4468“ grown in the 
Coimbatore District will, however, be excluded provided such 
cottons have a minimum staple length of 15/16", 15/16" and 1" 
respectively and comply with the proviso given at the end of 
this paragraph. 

(i) “Karunganni” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the 

Coimbatore, Mathurai, Bamnatliapurnm, Tirunelveli, South Arcot, 
Salem, Tiruchirapalli, Tanjore, Malabar and South Kan nr a Districts 
ot the Madras State; and Mysore District of the Mysore State; 
and includes "Tinnevelly”, “Salons (Nadam, Bourbon and 
Uppam)”, “Karunganni K 2“ and “KarunganDi K. 5”. 

(j) “Dholleva” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the 

Saurasbtra and Kutcb States and Kaira, Mehsann, Amreli, Sabar 
Kantha Eanaskantha and Abmedabad (excluding Daskroi, Dohgam 
and city talukas) Districts of Ihe Bombay State ; and includes 
“Cuteh”, “1027”, “Kadi/Viramgaon”, “Eadvn”, “Wagotar", 
“Vagad”, “Pratap”, “Kalyan“ and “Lalio”. 

“1027“ grown in the Saurasbtra, State and Kaira, Mclisaria, Amreli 
and Abmedabad (excluding Daskroi, Dehgam and city 
talukas) Districts oi the Bombay State; and “Kalyan” grown 
in the Ahmedabad and Mehsana Districts of the Bombay State 
will, however, he excluded from “ Dliolleras” and included in 
“Vijay” provided such notions, have a minimum staple length 
of 25/82" and 13/10" respectively and comply with the proviso 
given at the end of this paragraph. 

(k) “Kalagin” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the 

Saurashtra State. 

(l) “Bengal Dcshi” means cotton recognised ns such and grown in the 

Patiala and Fast Punjab Stales Union, Punjab. Uttar Pradesh, 
Bihar, Bajasthan and Ajmer States. 

(m) “Oomra Deshi” means cotton recognised as such and grown in the 

Madhya Pradesh and Hyderabad States and hasik and Fast and 
West Khandosh Districts of the Bombay Slate. 

(n) “Mathia" means cotton recognised ns such and grown in the Snurushtra 

State and Amreli District of Bombay State, and “Mnngnri” 
means cotton recognised ns such and grown in the Bellary, 
Anantftpur and Cuddapnb Districts and Paltikmuhi Taluka of the 
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Kumooi Districts oi the Madras State and Klmrif Cotton grown 
in Raichur (excluding the Raichur protected area) and Gulbarga 
Districts of the Hyderabad State. 

(o) “0. P 1 and (). P. II” means cotton recognised aw such and grown 

in the State of Madhya Pradesh (excluding Nnnar and Ho Bhang a - 
bad Districts) and Adilabad District of the Hyderabad State. 

(p) “Central India” means cotton recognised us such and grown in the 

Madhya Bharat, Bhopal and Rajasthan States; and includes 
‘‘Malvi”. 

(q) "Bun American” means cotton recognised aB such and grown in the 

Nimyr, Akolu, Amraoti and Watdha Districts of the Madhya 
Pradesh State, Madhya Bharat State, and Kotah and Udaipur 
Divisions of Rajasthan State, provided such places are situated in 
areas protected under the Cotton Transport Act 1928 or the 
corresponding Acts; or the Cotton complies with the proviso 
appended to this paragi aph and includes "Bun 107” and 
"Indore 1”. 

(r) "Parbhani American” means cotton recognised as such and grown in 

the Northern Talukas of the Aurangabad District and Western 
Highland Talukas of the Adilabad District of the Hyderabad State, 
provided such places are situated in areas protected under the 
Hyderabad Cotton Cultivation and Transport Act or the cotton 
complies with the proviso appended to this paragraph. 

(a) "Gaorani 6 and 12” means cotton recognised as such and grown in 
ihe Nanded, Bidar and Parbhani Districts, Latur Taluka of the 
Oosmarmbad District, and Nirmal Taluka of the Adilabad District 
of the Hyderabad State provided such places are situated in areas 
protected under the Hyderabad Cotton Cultivation and Transport 
Act, or the cottons comply with the proviso appended to this 
paragraph. 

Proviso . — The cottons to which this Proviso applies as referred to in the 
aforesaid definitions should be certified either by the Department of Agriculture 
of the (State concerned or by a Committee to be appointed by the Textile Com- 
missioner in this behalf that they conform to the definition and quality specified 
for them.
